Two Sides Heard at Conven¬ 
tion in Vancouver 

Manner of Start Bone of Con¬ 
tention 

'Vancouver, Jan. 27. — (C madlan 
/ress)—Strong advocacy of the Unit¬ 
ed Farmers of British Columbia en¬ 
tering Into politics was voiced at this 
morning's session of tho annual con¬ 
vention here. Active opposition to 
action that would involve the organi¬ 
sation in uny political stand was also 
expressed. The time o'! tho session 
was taken up hearing the views of 
the. various delegates on the question 
and in submission -of resolutions. 
While there was a feeling that it 
might be desirable for the farmers to 
enter politics, the manner in which 
the organbmtion should do so was the 
chief bone of contention. No decision 
was arrived at, however, and the dis- 
cussioh will continue tills afternoon. 

Recommendation. 

Vancouver. Jan. 27.— (Canadian , 
Press)—The United Farmers of 
British Columbia launched • into A 
discussion of the political question 
‘his morning. Second Vice-President 
W. F. Laidmun. Vernon, B. C., act- 
ng chairman, read the recommenda¬ 
tion of the board of directors, "that, 
he convention do not enter into poli¬ 
tics us aii organization," and this was 
submitted to the convention in the 
'orm of a motion by J. A. Morland, of 
Lumby a B. C„ and seconded by S. T. 
Ullloti, Kelowna. 

Opinion. 

The sponsors of the motion ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that it would be 
i mistake for the farmers as an or¬ 
ganisation to go into tho politic*! 
Meld at present. They would not. 
oowever, bar any local from taking 
jp the question. 

Replying to a question, the chair¬ 
man explained that the plebiscite 
••event l.v taken by (he United Farmers 
•n the political action issue indi- 
nted that 530 members were in favor 
*1 political action and but 232 Aem- 
•ers were opposed. However, but 49 
ocals representing 762 members had 
•eel) heard from out of 103 locals 
with 1,332 members . 

Criticism. 

J. IT. Stewart, Nicola, B. C., critl- 
•Iso'il the action* of the board of di- 
•« cti»rs in bringing down such a re- 
“ontmendatiQB in view of the. vote In 
; i\ or of political action. 

Mr. Igiidman explained that the 
.llreetors did net feel Justified in tak- 
ug any other action when a vote had 
ieen received from only fifty per 
•ent. or the membership. There were 
now about 3.000 members and the dl- 
•eciors thought it better not to enter 
noliitcs as an organization. 

To Avoid Graftors. 

R. Guthrie. M.P.P., Ladysmith. :»d- 
/ixeil entry into politics as a farmers’ 
natty, and urged the farmers to avoid 
Mrittirul grafters and schemers. 

J. Y. Copeman, Bahtlam. asked the 
convention to keep the United Farm¬ 
ers’ organization intact to pursue an 
igricultural policy as in the past. On 
ne.half of all the locals In the Cow- 
t han dlHt.det. he opposed the United 
r armers going into politics as an or¬ 
ganization. 

Ruled Out. 

Opposition to the motion was Im¬ 
mediately forthcoming. A motion, 
which was ruled out of order as an 
imendment on the ground that It 
vas a direct negative, was submitted 
;o the effect that the United Farm- 
•rs of British Columbia take polit- 
cai action. An animated discussion 
•nsued. Those in favor of political 
iction urged that it was in the pollt- 
cal arena that economic conditions 
were governed. if no action was 
aken. it was claimed, the farmers 
would be neglecting their opportun- 
ty. us it was the only way the farm- 
»rs could better their lot. 

After considerable discussion It w r as 
•onsldered necessary first to ascer- 
:ain how the organization could go 
nto politics. 

For Organisation. 

J. B. Stewart. Nicola, moved that 
•realizing the old line political parties 
lave lost the confidence of the public, 
we. the United Farmers of British 
"olumbla, place ourselves on record 
in being in favor of the formation 
>f a third party to be called, the Pro¬ 
vincial F’rogressive Party.” 

J. Redman ,' Kamloops, wanted a 
permanent political committee ap¬ 
pointed to organize the farmer forces 
for political action to serve as a 
general headquarters staff. He de¬ 
sired freedom of action in each con- 
jtituency but maintenance of their 
dentity as farmers.

PATTULLO SPEAKS . 
OF BIG PROBLEMS 

Chamber of Commerce Hears 
Interesting Address 

Immigration, Production and 
Export Trade Needed 

The basic factor in the successful 
conduct of government, as In tho 
conduct of any business, is finance. 
As the government is the people’s 
business the method of financing is 
by taxation, which is raised or low¬ 
ered according to the demands upon 
the public treasury. How best. to 
make the burden as light as possible 
formed part of the theme of an ex¬ 
cellent address given by Hon. T. D. 
Pattullo before the Chamber of Com¬ 
mercial lts quarterly general meet¬ 
ing last night. Immigration, produc¬ 
tion and increased exports, form the 
solution in Mr. Pattullo’s opinion. 

Mr. Pattullo was given a very 
hearty vote of thanks for the master¬ 
ly and lucid manner in which he dealt 
with a subject which though intri¬ 
cate in detail was cleverly and Inter¬ 
estingly handled. 

B. C.’a Problem. 

Modern civilization demanded more 
beneficial legislation in the way of 
Mothers’ Pensions, compensation ami 
other protective measures, he said. 
The war. too. had been responsible 
for emergency expenditures. The 
very nature of the Province of Bri¬ 
tish Columbia, its extensive areas und 
scattered settlements, with its com¬ 
paratively small population, were 
some of the factors responsible for 
heavy expenditures, the Minister 
pointed out. The necessity for land 
Irrigation had prompted the estab¬ 
lishment of a Conservation Fund, 
which, however, was returnable, and 
one of the best pieces of business in 
the interests of the Province which 
the Government had transacted, he 
considered. Increased demands for 
school accommodations, roads and all 
the other necessary adjuncts of ex¬ 
panding civilization called for in¬ 
creased expenditure. 

"Yet, I venture to say that though 
there are some people who claim that 
the Government is coating too much, 
there are. in the aggregate, few 
places where cuts could be made and 
even then, not very much.

Britishers Need Farm Produce, f 
Says Australian 

Gen. Dean on Way Back to ; 
• Commonwealth

St. John. S' B.. Jan. 27— Brig.- 1 
General 0. H. Dean, of Sydney. N. S. 
W., accompanied by Mrs. Dean, was 
among the distinguished passengers 
who disembarked from the C. P. O. | 
S. liner Montcalm, which docked 
here yesterduy, completing her 
maiden voyage. 

General Deun spent several months 
visiting in Scotland and England for 
the benefit of his health, shuttered 
during the war. He is now returning J 
to Australia, but liefore sailing from ’ 
British Columbia ports expects to . 
spend some time in Canada. 

"I have always wanted to spend t 
some time In Canada to study the t 
country und compare it with ours,” , 
he said. "I am especially Interested 
in farming and stock raising. 1 know < 
that Canada, like Australia, excels in i 
this work, and while here I shall do- t 
vote Borne time to a study of the i 
methods employed by Canadians." t 

"I was greatly impressed by the t 
way the farmers of Scotland go about l 
their work. Their broad acres are 1 
neve* allowed to lose their energy, 
and are always well fertilized and i 
kept under rich cultivation. 

Opportunities. 

"From my observations while 
abroad," continued General Dean, "I 
am firmly convinced that Canada, 
Australia and New Zealund can sup¬ 
ply the Old Country with all their 
wants in the way of wheat, wool, 
butter, etc. There certainly is u great 
opportunity to monopolize the dried 
fruit market. I am sure Canada has 
not given this branch of export trade 
much attention. There is a chance 
to capture that trade, and my own 
country as well as yours should get 
busy and go after it. There are ( 
wonderful markets In England await¬ 
ing the produce from our farms and 
I feel we should grasp .the opportun- , 
ity before u« and safely secure those 
markets, rightfully ours." 

General Dean is very much inter¬ 
ested in the settlement of ex-service 
men in Southern Australia. The 
Government, ho says, Is spending a 
great deal upon the men. 

General Dean is actively interested 
In rifle shooting, and while In Can¬ 
ada he hopes to meet the president 
of the Canadian Rifle Association 
with the suggestion that the Can¬ 
adian rife team visit Australia this 
year. 

"If they will come." said the Gen¬ 
eral. "we will give them one great 
time.”

Montreal. Jan. 27.—A warning was* 
issued yesterday by the Board of 
Health of Quebec to alt municipali¬ 
ties throughout the province that n 
return of the severe influenza epi¬ 
demic of 1918 is ir-minent. and urg¬ 
ing every possible precaution. 

Precautionary. 

Ottawa. Jan. 37.—The Influenza 
warning issued by the Quebec Pro¬ 
vincial Board of Health Is regarded 
at the Federal Health De|>artment 
as a purely precautionary measure.

Chamber of Comiiierce Group 
Active in Tourist Attraction 

Th*» tourist trade branch of the 
■ new ‘ InUtrcBt" groupB of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce at a luncheon at 
Spencer’s Department Store to-day, 
decided to appoint an executive, 
comprised of all team captains. 

The community centre scheme, 
which Is looked upon as one of the 
fireatest factors In attracting tourists 
to Victoria, was outlined by C. T. 
Cross for the benefit of the mem¬ 
bers. 

Charts and lllustratlns descript ve 
of the proposed building, which 
would provide for all the features re¬ 
quired, were shown and explained by 
Mr. Cross. The entire building 
would he 290 x 240 feet and the 
auditorium Would seat 7.000, with 
accommodation for smaller coh- 
ventlons he pointed out. The entire 
central portion would be roofed in 
glass he stated. 

Estimated Cost. 

The estimated cost of the scheme 
ns at present amended and Improved, 
is $350,000, and great Interest is de¬ 
veloping In the idea, he stated. 

The financial aspect of the matter 
was outlined by Major Holmes, who. 
In a very conservative estimate of 
receipts und expenditures, showed 
that the amusement centre could 
very Aslly be made to pay. 

Exporienco Elsewhere. 

It was pointed out that the Winni¬ 
peg Board of Trade uuditorlum had 
been used during the past year by 
no less than 160 conventions. The 
total revenue and expenditure each 
year will run to about $ 100,000 It Is 
estimated. 

The Group is keenly Interested in 
the scheme and It will be their duty 
to spread the gospel of the Commun¬ 
ity Centre throughout the City in 
order to gain the support of the pub¬ 
lic In the scheme after they have 
been made thoroughly conversant 
with its advantages, and the fact 
that It will be a paying pmposltton. 

Arrangements will be made to give 
public addresses explaining the 
Amusement Centre plans, and al¬ 
ready a number of public bodies of 
the City have expressed their Inter¬ 
est In the idea and a determination 
to help carry it through. 

The Tourist Trade Group will meet 
again two weeks from to-day and In 
the mwmtima suggestions will be 
welcomed regarding Improvements of 
features which may add to the at¬ 
tractiveness of the Amusement Cen¬ 
tre scheme.

Union labor won a victory when 
the conference, by a vote of 83 to 04, 
struck out of a committeo report a 
recommendation for repeal of the 
Adamson eight-hour law. 

The conference also struck out of 
the committee report a recommenda¬ 
tion for repeal of the commonly- 
termed guaranty clause of the 
transportation act, which fixes six 
per cent as a proper return for rail¬ 
roads.

Now Two Vacancies in Can 
adian Senate 


Minneapolis Hotel Man Re 
turns From Europe 


Bowman ville, Ont., Jan. 27.-^. 
Senator Robert Belth died yesterday 
at Waverly Farm. 

He had done more during the last ' 
forty yearn to advance the breeding: 
Qf Clydesdale horses in Ontario than 
almost any other individual. He 
went quite extensively Into Import¬ 
ing and breeding hackney or high- 
stepping horses, and won distinction 
with his strings of hackneys at the 
great national horse shows at 
Madison Square Garden, New York, 
and ether large fairs. He became 
known all over the continent as the 
foremost breeder and importer of 
hackney horses. It was at Madison 
Square Garden that In 1900. with 
Robin Adair, he won first prize and 
the challenge cup. being the first 
Canadian exhibitor of hackneys to 
win this prize. 

The death of Senator Belth has 
created a second vacancy in the 
Senate. The first vacancy was 
caused by the recent death of Hon. 
Arthur Boyer of Montreal. 

Senator Beith was a son of Alex* 
under Beith, of Argyleshire. Scotland, 
and was born May 17. 1843. He was 
educated in the public and private 
schools of Bowmunville and at the 
Commercial College. Toronto. He 
first entered the political field in 
1891. when he was elected to the 
House of Commons for West Durham 
ns a supporter of the Liberal Party. 
He wes re-elected in the general 
election in 1896 but was defeated in 
1900. Ho was again elected to the 
Commons in a by-election in 1902 and 
continued to sit until 1904, when he 
retired. Mr. Beith was summoned 
to the Senate January 15. 1907. He 
was a farmer by profession and a 
Presbyterian in religion. He was a 
bachelor. 


Ottawa, Jan. 27.—Figures complete 
to the end of 1921 show that 27,371 
returned men have settled on the land 
under the provisions of the Soldier 
Settlement Act. The applications for 
the privileges of the act numbered 
62,436, and 44,722 have been qualified. 

There are 520 men in training, and 
3,118 have completed training. The 
number settled on the land Included 
21,246 whs were granted loans and 
6,125 others who were settled on sol¬ 
dier grants without financial aid. 

The board states that the amount 
of money saved to soldier settlers 
through special purchasing arrange¬ 
ments with manufacturers of harness, 
implements, etc., was $169,139, while a 
saving of $3,840,090 was effected by 
reductions from the vendor's option 
In the case of land purchased. 

Four hundred and sixty-seven set¬ 
tlers have repaid their loans in full. 


Kt. John, N. B., Jan. 27.—That con¬ 
ditions In the hotel business in 
Kjurope arc fairly, good, was the 
opinion voiced by George Brown, u 
Minneapolis hotel man, after ho had 
disembarked from the 8 . 8 . Tunisian 
which arrived in port from Glasgow 
yesterday. 

"During my four months' stay In 
the British Isles," declared Mr. Brown. 
"I visited the chief hotels in I,on- 
don. Edinburgh. Glasgow and Liver¬ 
pool, with a view to obtuining any 
new ideas available in regard to the 
restaurant and cite departments, but 
I was unable to discover any im¬ 
provements on the various systems 
which are in use in America.” 

In discussing the effects of the 
prohibition law in the United States, 
Mr. Brown declared this legislation 
had proved very detrimental to the 
hotel business. "There appears, how¬ 
ever.” stated Mr. Brown. "To be an 
anti-prohibition wave sweeping over 
the United States as a protest against 
the present law and its administra¬ 
tion. and it would not be surprising 
to see the wile pf light wines and 
beer legalized in that country in the 
near future. It is time wines and beers 
were permitted to be sold. It would 
result In a vast Improvement in the 
present conditions In every respect." 

The hotels of Minneapolis, of which 
Mr. Brown is manager covers a whole 
city block and has 2,260 rooms. Its 
cafe and banquet room can afford ac¬ 
commodation to 1,500 persons. 

Mr. Brown left St. John on a Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific Railway train for 
Montreal and will proceed direct to 
his home in Minneapolis. • 


ONTARIO LABOR

Ottawa. Jan. 27.—The first number 
appeared yesterday of the Canadian 
Congress Journal, a monthly maga¬ 
zine which will be the official organ 
of the Trades and Labor Congress 
of Canada. In the opening article. 
Tom Moore, President of the Trades 
and Labor Congress, urges that Can¬ 
adian efforts in maintaining the In¬ 
ternational Labor Organization of the 
League of Nations "must not be re¬ 
laxed. but intensified." 

An editorial urges that the new 
Federal Government should immed¬ 
iately Introduce amendments to the 
criminal code which will set any 
doubt at rest as to the legality of 
peaceful picketing. 

The magazine, according to the of¬ 
ficial announcement, will be devoted 
to placing the declarations of the 
trades union movement before the 
public and keep the latter fully in¬ 
formed of current events.

Only One Duck. 

"I did not suppress prosecutions 
except whore they were frivolous.

Of the hundred thousand engaged 
In primary and secondary fishery 
operations, fully forty-five thousand 
are in Nova Scotia, and close on 
thirty thousand In British Columbia. 

While the Pacific Province leads In 
the value of production, tlie industry 
is more vital to the Province of Nova 
Scotia and seems to present greater 
possibilities. The salmon has been 
the mainstay of the western province, 
because of its wonderful food quali¬ 
ties and the high price it commands! 

In the markets of the world. In the 
matter of quantity caught the humble 
cod of the Atlantic outstrips the Bri¬ 
tish Columbia salmon which last year 
was also exceeded by the modest 
herring. Nova Scotia and British 
j Columbia are the rivuls for suprem- 
I acy. but each of the other provinces 
contributes to the output of com¬ 
mercial fishes. Generally speaking 
interior waters contribute about one- 
tenth of the total output. In this 
connection it is of interest to point 
out that within our Dominion wo have 
one-half the fresh water of the globe, 
so the possibilities of fresh-water 
fishing have not been reached by uny 
means. The progress of man is ex¬ 
tending northward and to-day we 
are securing supplies of whitefiih 
trout, etc., from the basin of thr 
Mackenzie River. As transporta¬ 
tion develops copious supplies far¬ 
ther northward will be accessible. 

Capital Invested. 

Another way of fixing the value 
of the industry is the capital Invested 
It is estimated between fifty and 
sixty millions, of which one-half is in 
primary operations—that Is, vessels 
bouts, nets and fishing gear—and the 
I balance is Invested In canning and 
curlhg establishments ashore. There 
j is an erroneous impression in certain 
I sections that our fishing industry is 
controlled by foreign capital. Sta¬ 
tistics furnish no justification for 
this view, ulthough it would not be 
a bad thing If we could induce some 
millions of outside capital to con¬ 
tribute to tjie boosting of the Indus¬ 
try In 1920 there were eighty-six 
fish canning and curing concerns in 
Canada organized as Joint stock com¬ 
panies.

"Our Illimitable resources must] 
have people to develop them, and we 
should he able to take care of several j 
thousand a year. The more people 
wo have In the country tho more de- j 
mand there will be for boots, clothing 
and the numerous other necessities 
of life, which we will supply thorn in 
exchange for what they produce," the 
Minister said. 

Timber Exports. 

Timber export and manufacturing 
were important points next touched 
upon. "I look upon British Columbia , 
as one of the greatest manufacturing 
provinces of Canada of the near 
future." said Mr. Pattullo. "If you 
want industries you must start with 
small Industries as well as the big 
ones.

"The Government is. therefore, 
looking to the development of the 
great natural resources *of the pro¬ 
vince. and In this connection the 
human asset is the first consider¬ 
ation," declared Mr. Pattullo. 

Population Re-Distribution. 

"If you moved the 525,000 people 
out of the province, what would the 
assets be worth." he continued. 
"Nothing. You hear the argument 
that we must not bring in more 
people until work Is found for those 
already here. 

"The trouble is that there is not 
a proper distribution of the human 
race. The Old Country's problem, 
where civilization is congested. Is 
emigration and ours is Immigration. 
In Great Britain millions of dollars 
are being paid out in doles and this 
cannot he kept up indefinitely. 

"Millions of young men and wo¬ 
men are coming of age who have 
nothing ahead of them to do. and it 
is tills class of white i>eople that we 
must have to develop our wonder¬ 
ful resources In preference to people 
of Inferior races. If Germany had 
won the war we would have had 
5 ,000,000 of her surplus population 
In Canada within the next ten years." 
said Mr. Pattullo. 

The speaker then outlined the Gov¬ 
ernment's Stuart Lake settlement 
scheme which is being aided by the 
Imperial and Dominion Governments 
and the new settlers will also receive 
reduced transportation rates. The
